FIRST  TRINITARIAN  CONGREGATIONAL  CHURCH. 

MEDFOKD. 

FOR    THE    USE    OF    THE  MEMBERS. 


The  origin  of  tliis  church  was  in  1823.  The  town  of 
Medford,  formerly  called  Mystiek,  was  settled  by  genuine 
Puritans,  in  1(330  ;  and  a  Calvinistic  church  was  organized 
February  11,  1713,  when  Rev.  Aaron  Porter  was  ordained 
over  it.  After  a  pastoral  charge  of  nine  years,  he  died,  and 
was  succeeded  by  Rev.  Ebenezer  Turell,  who  was  ordained 
November  25,  1721.  After  a  successful  ministry  of  more 
than  half  a  century,  he  died  December  8,  1778.  Ilis  ser- 
mons show  that  he  was  a  tlioroui^h  scholar,  a  devout  Chris- 
tian,  and  an  eminently  evangelical  preacher.  Towards  the 
close  of  his  ministry,  tlie  infirmities  of  age  induced  him  and 
his  people  to  make  choice  of  Rev.  David  Osgood  as  his  col- 
league, who  was  accordingly  ordained  September  24,  1774, 
and  who  closed  his  life  and  labors  December  12,  1822. 
After  his  decease,  a  very  large  majority  of  the  church  pro- 
ceeded to  the  call  and  settlement  of  a  Unitarian  pastor. 

This  step  rendered  a  second  church  a  matter  of  duty  and 
necessity  to  the  minority  ;  and  seventeen  members,  early  in 
June,  1823,  began  to  meet  by  themselves  for  the  worsliip  of 
God  according  to  the  faith  of  their  fathers.    On  the  20th  of 
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the  same  montli,  tlioj  formed  themselves  into  a  society, 
called  "  The  Second  Coiigregational  Society  hi  Medford.'' 
A  Hall  ^vas  fitted  up  as  a  temporary  place  of  ^yorship,  and 
the  desk  Tvas  supplied  by  evangelical  clergymen,  and  from 
the  Theological  Seminary  in  Andover,  till  October  2,  "when 
they  were  organized  into  a  church,  called  "  The  Second 
CongregoJloncd  CJairch  in  Medford,^''  by  Rev.  Dr.  "Wisner, 
of  the  Old  South  Church,  Boston. 

Soon  measures  were  adopted  for  the  erection  of  a  house 
of  worship,  which,  when  completed,  was  dedicated  to  the 
Father,  Son,  and  Holy  Ghost,  September  1,  1824  ;  at  which 
time,  Eev.  Aarox  Warner,  who  had  been  employed  as 
stated  supply  from  about  the  time  of  the  organization  of  the 
church,  was  installed  its  first  pastor.  His  ministry  of  eight 
years  was  eminently  successful ;  there  were  great  accessions 
to  the  congregation,  and  about  a  hundred  additions  to  the 
church,  in  vrhich  his  memory  is  most  affectionately  cherished. 
He  was  dismissed,  at  his  own  request,  Octoltcr  2,  18o2. 

Mr.  Warner's  successor  was  llev.  Gordon  Wixslow, 
ordained  June  12,  1833,  and  dismissed  November  12, 
1834. 

Key.  Levi  Pratt  was  installed  pastor,  August  10,  1835, 
and  died,  much  lamented,  August  19,  1837. 

The  next  pastor  was  Rev.  Abijaii  E.  Baker,  who  was 
ordained  April  25,  1838.  During  his  ministry,  several 
precious  seasons  of  revival  were  enjoyed  ;  the  church  and 
congregation  increased,  and  larger  accommodati<Mis  in  the 
house  of  worship  became  necessary.  Besides  furnishing 
members,  fiv^m  time  to  time,  for  the  organization  of  several 
evangelical  churches  of  other  denominations,  in  July,  1817, 
a  strong  colony,  sixty  in  number,  went  out  to  form  the 
Mystic  Church  of  Medford.  -Mr.  Baker,  after  an  efficient 
and  successful  ministry  of  over  ten  years,  was  dismissed,  by 
the  decision  of  an  ecclesia^^ticd  council,  in  September,  1848. 


For  several  years  the  churcli  was  without  a  pastor — pass- 
ing through  severe  trials,  requiring  much  faith  and  patient 
sacrifice  on  the  part  of  those  who  still  loved  the  sacred  altar 
which  their  fathers  had  consecrated — until  Rev.  Elihu  P. 
Marvin,  who  had  been  supplying  the  desk  for  six  months 
previously,  was  installed  as  Pastor,  February  25,  1852. 

From  this  time,  the  Great  Head  of  the  church  began 
to  send  prosperity  and  encouragement.  The  congregation 
increased ;  some  souls  were  added  unto  the  Lord  and  the 
cl lurch ;  and  in  1853,  the  church  edifice  was  tastefully  re- 
modeled and  renovated ;  and  at  the  beginning  of  185G,  an 
organ  was  added  as  an  important  auxiliary  in  the  praise  of 
God. 

**  Hitherto  hath  the  Lord  helped  us."  To  his  name  be 
the  praise.  And  for  the  future,  God  be  merciful  unto  us, 
and  bless  us,  and  cause  his  face  to  shme  upon  us." 

At  a  regular  meeting  of  the  church,  June  25,  1857,  it 
was  unanimously  resolved  to  change  the  name  of  this  church 
from  Second  Congregational,"  to  "  First  Tiiinitakian 
Congregational  Church  of  Medforp*" 


STANDING  RULES. 


I.  All  meetings  for  business  shall  be  opened  with  prayer. 

II.  The  annual  meeting  of  the  church,  for  the  choice  of 
Standing  Committee  and  Officers,  and  for  other  business, 
shall  be  on  the  first  Tuesday  evening  in  January. 

in.  A  special  business  meeting  may  be  called  at  any 
time  when,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Pastor  or  Deacons,  it  shall 
be  expedient ;  and  shall  be  called  at  any  time,  upon  the 
written  application  of  five  male  members  of  the  church. 

IV.  At  the  annual  meeting,  the  following  elections  shall 
be  made  for  the  easuing  year  : 

1.  A  Clerk,  who  shall  keep  the  records  of  the  church, 
including  an  accurate  list  of  the  admissions,  dismissions,  and 
death  of  members,  and  of  tlie  baptism  of  children,  and  at 
every  monthly  meeting  read  the  records  of  the  preceding 
month. 

2.  A  Standing  Committee,  consisting  of  nine,  of  which 
the  Pastor,  Deacons  and  Clerk,  shall  constitute  a  part,  who 
shall  examine  all  applicants  for  admission,  and  act  as  a  com- 
mittee of  inquii-y  and  discipline. 

3.  A  Treasurer,  who  shall  take  charge  of  all  moneys  be- 
longing to  the  church,  and  of  all  collections  for  religious  and 
charitable  objects,  and  make  a  written  report  at  the  annual 
meeting. 

4.  An  Auditor,  who  shall  examine  the  Treasurer's  ac- 
count, and  report  at  the  annual  meeting. 
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5.  A  Committee  upon  contributions  for  religious  and 
charitable  olg'eets,  wlio  shall  devise  and  execute  a  plan  for 
collectincr  the  same,  and  who  shall,  at  the  annual  mectinoj 
succeeding  their  election,  recommend  o])jects  for  the  coming 
year, 

V.  All  officers  and  standing  committees  shall  be  chosen 
by  ballot. 

VI.  Candidates  for  admission  to  the  church  shall,  in 
ordinary  cases,  stand  propounded  at  least  two  weeks. 

YII.  All  persons  admitted  to  this  church  by  profession 
of  faith,  shall  publicly  assent  to  the  Confession  of  Faith, 
and  to  the  Covenant ;  and  all  those  received  by  letter,  to 
the  Covenant. 

VIII.  The  Sacrament  of  the  Lord's  Supper  shall  be 
celebrated  on  the  afternoon  of  the  first  Sabbaths  in  January, 
March,  May,  July,  September  and  Xovember ;  and  the 
usual  collection  shall  precede  the  celebration. 

IX.  A  collection  shall  be  taken  up,  on  the  Sabbath  pre- 
ceding Thanksgiving  Day,  for  the  benefit  of  the  poor  in  the 
congregation,  to  be  distributed  by  tlie  Deacons. 

X.  There  shall  be  a  meeting  specially  for  business  on 
the  first  Tuesday  evening  of  each  montli  ;  and  there  shall 
be  a  meeting  specially  for  devotional  exercises  and  religious 
conference  on  Sabbath  evening  and  on  Friday  evening  of 
each  "week  ;  and  the  Preparatory  Lecture  shall  be  on  the 
Friday  evening  next  preceding  the'  Communion.  And  it  is 
considered  the  duty  of  all  the  members  to  attend  these  and 
all  the  meetings  established  by  vote  of  the  church,  unless 
providentially  hindered. 

XI.  Delegates  to  ecclesiastical  councils  and  to  the  con- 
ference of  churches  shall  report  at  the  next  succeeding 
monthly  meeting. 
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XII.  3Iembers  of  this  eliurch  removing  from  town  shall 
obtain  a  dismission  from  ■  this,  and  a  recommendation  to  the 
church  witli  which  they  intend  to  worship,  within  one  year 
from  the  time  of  such  change,  unless  reasonable  excuse  be 
rendered  for  such  neglect.  And  tiiis  church  deems  it  irreg- 
ular, if  any  members  withdraw  from  them  and  unite  in  com- 
munion and  worship  with  otlier  churches,  either  on  account 
of  any  offence,  or  on  the  plea  of  better  edification,  witiiout 
giving  notice  to  the  church  and  requesting  a  dismission. 

XIII.  Members  who  have  been  habitually  absent  from 
the  worship  and  ordinances  of  this  church  for  one  year,  shall 
not  vote  in  the  meetings  of  the  church  so  long  as  such  habit- 
ual absence  continues. 

XIV.  When  any  member  of  a  sister  church  shall  sta- 
tedly worship  and  commune  with  this  church  for  more  than 
one  year,  without  removing  his  relation  to  us,  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  Examining  Connnittee  to  request  him  to 
join  this  church,  or  to  give  satisfactory  reasons  for  delay. 

XV.  The  foUowinn:,  according:  to  the  ISth  of  Matthew, 
shall  be  deemed  the  regular  course  of  procedure  in  all  cases 
of  discipline  : 

1.  The  brother  offended  or  aggrieved  should  seek  the 
removal  of  the  offence,  in  the  spirit  of  the  gospel,  by  fra- 
ternal conference  with  the  offender,  alone. 

2.  Failing  in  the  removal  of  his  difficulty  thus,  he  should 
take  with  him  one  or  two  judicious  brethren,  and  with  their 
mediation  strive  for  Christian  satisfaction. 

3.  Tliis  being  in  vain,  he  should  bring  the  matter  to  the 
notice  of  the  Examining  Committee,  who  shall  endeavor  to 
bring  about  a  reconciliation,  and  (if  this  cannot  be  effected, 
or  does  not  result  in  luirnuaiy)  shall  prefer  a  formal  com- 
plauit  before  tlie  cluux-h  against  the  offending  brother. 

4.  If  the  cliurch  entertain  the  complaint,   they  shall 
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appoint  a  time  for  a  hearing  of  the  ease,  and  summon  the 
offender  to  be  present  at  that  hearini^:,  furnishing  him,  at 
least  one  week  before  the  time  of  the  hearing,  with  a  copy 
of  the  charges  against  him,  together  with  the  names  of  the 
witnesses  who  will  be  relied  on  for  proof. 

5.  If,  on  such  hearing,  the  church  arc  satisfied  of  the 
guilt  of  the  party  accused,  they  may  vote  to  admonish  hkn 
publicly,  to  suspend  him  for  some  definite  period  from  the 
privileges  of  the  church,  or  to  excommunicate  him  from  its 
membership,  according  to  the  aggravation  of  the  offence. 

6.  No  such  vote  of  censure  shall  be  passed,  except  upon 
the  concurrence  of  two-thu'ds  of  the  members  present  at  a 
reonilar  meetinoj. 

7.  In  case  of  the  excommunication  of  any  member,  notice 
of  the  fact  shall  be  given  publicly  from  the  pulpit. 

XVI.  No  alteration  shall  be  made  in  the  foregoing  rules, 
unless  at  a  regular  meeting  of  the  church,  it  having  been 
proposed  at  the  next  regular  meeting  previous,  and  by  vote 
of  three-fourths  of  the  members  present. 


ECCLESIASTICAL  PRINCIPLES. 

1.  This  church  is  an  independent  ecclesiastical  body; 
and  in  matters  of  doctrine,  order  and  discipline,  is  amenable 
to  no  other  organization. 

2.  This  church  will  extend  to  other  evangelical  churches, 
and  receive  from  them,  that  fellowship,  advice  and  assist- 
ance, which  the  laws  of  Christ  req^uire. 


FOEM  OF  ADMISSION. 


ADDRESS. 

Dear  Friends  : 

You  present  yourselves  in  this  public  manner  \ 
before  God_,  to  make  a  profession  of  your  faith,  and  to 
take  upon  you  the  bonds  of  the  everlasting  covenant. 
Having  well  considered  the  nature  of  this  transaction, 
the  most  solemn  and  momentous  in  wliich  a  mortal 
can  engage  ;  and  being  prepared,  as  we  trust,  by  divine 
grace,  to  renew  in  public  that  consecration  to  God, 
which  you  have  made  in  private,  you  will  now  attend 
to  the  Confession  of  Faith  adopted  by  this  church, 
and  pubhcly  profess  the  same. 

••}  CONFESSION  OF  FAITD. 

ARTICLE  I. 

We  believe  there  is  one,  and  but  one  God,  the 
Creator,  Preserver  and  Governor  of  the  Universe  ;  a 
being  self-existent,  independent  and  immutable  ;  infi- 
nite in  power,  knowledge,  ^visdom,  hohncss,  justice, 
goodness  and  truth. 

Tlie  Being  and  Perfections  of  God. 

I  am  the  Lord,  and  there  is  none  else  ;  there  is  no  God  l)csidcs  me. 
The  Lord  is  the  true  God,  he  is  the  living  God.  God  is  a  si)irit.  The 
eternal  God  is  thy  refuge.    I  am  the  Lord,  I  change  not.    Do  not  I 
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fill  heaven  and  earth  ?  saith  the  Lord.  Known  unto  God  are  all 
his  works  from  the  becjinning  of  the  world.  The  Lord  God  omnipo- 
tent reigneth.  One  God  and  Father  of  all,  who  is  above  all,  and 
through  all,  and  in  you  all.  Thou  art  good  and  doest  good.  To  God 
only  wise,  be  glory  through  Jesus  Christ  forever.  Holy,  holy,  holy  is 
the  Lord  of  hosts,  llighteous  art  thou,  O  Lord  !  and  upright  are  thy 
judgments.  The  Lord  is  gracious,  and  full  of  compassion.  Thy 
counsels  of  old  are  faithfulness  and  truth.  Is,  4o  :  o.  Jer.  10  :  10.

ARTICLE  IL 

We  believe  that  the  Scriptures  of  the  Old  and  New 
Testaments  were  given  by  inspiration  of  God  ;  that 
they  contain  a  complete  and  harmonious  system  of 
truth  ;  and  that  they  are  a  perfect  rule  of  doctrinal 
belief  and  religious  practice. 

Inspiration  of  Scripture, 

All  Scripture  is  given  by  inspiration  of  God.  Por  the  prophecy 
came  not  in  old  time  by  the  will  of  man  ;  but  holy  men  of  God  spake 
as  they  were  moved  by  the  Holy  Ghost.  Which  things  also  we  speak, 
not  in  the  words  which  man's  wisdom  teacheth,  but  which  the  Holy 
Ghost  teacheth.  But  I  certify  you,  brethren,  that  the  gospel  which 
was  preached  of  me  is  not  after  man.  For  1  neither  received  it  of 
man,  neither  was  I  taught  it,  but  by  the  revelation  of  Jesus  Christ. 
Ye  do  err,  not  knowing  the  Scriptures.  To  the  law  and  to  the  testi- 
mony ;  if  they  speak  not  according  to  this  word,  it  is  because  there  is 
no  light  in  them.  But  thougli  we,  or  an  angel  from  heaven,  preach 
any  other  gospel  unto  you  than  that  which  we  have  preached  unto 
you,  let  him  be  accursed.  For  I  testify  unto  every  man  that  heareth 
the  words  of  the  prophecy  of  this  book,  If  any  man  shall  add  unto 
these  things,  God  shall  add  unto  him  the  plagues  that  are  written  in 
this  book  :  and  if  any  man  shall  take  away  from  the  words  of  the  book 
of  this  prophecy,  God  shall  take  away  his  part  out  of  the  book  of  life, 
and  out  of  the  holy  city,  and  from  the  things  which  are  written  in  this 
book.

ARTICLE  III. 

We  beUeve  that  God  is  revealed  in  the  Scriptui'es 

as  the  Father,  the  Son,  and  the  Holy  Ghost ;  and  that 

these  three  are  one,  and  equal  in  all  divine  attributes. 

The  Sacred  Trinity, 
Go  ye  therefore,  and  teach  all  nations,  baptizing  them  in  the  name 
of  the  Father,  and  of  the  Son,  and  of  the  Holy  Gliost.    The  grace  of 


the  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  the  love  of  God,  and  the  communion  of  the 
Holy  Ghost,  be  with  you  all.  The  Lord  (the  Holy  Ghost)  direct  your 
hearts  into  the  love  o'f  God,  (the  Father,)  and  into  the  patient  waitin'^ 
for  Christ.  Elect  according  to  the  foreknowiedi^e  of  God  the  Father, 
through  sanctification  of  the  Spirit,  unto  obedience  and  sprinkling  of 
the  blood  of  Jesus  Christ.  And  God  said,  Let  us  make  man  in  our 
own  image,  after  our  likeness.  Matt.  28 :  19.  2  Cor.  13 :  11.  2  Thess. 
3:  5.    I  'Pet.  1:  2.    Gen.  1 :  26. 

Christ  is  God. 

Who,  (Christ,)  being  in  the  form  of  God,  thought  it  not  robbery  to 
be  equal  with  God.  For  unto  us  a  child  (Christ)  is  born,  unto  us  a 
son  is  given,  and  the  government  shall  be  upon  his  shoulder,  and  his 
name  shall  be  called  Wonderful,  Counsellor,  The  mighty  God,  The 
everlasting  Father,  The  Prince  of  Peace.  In  the  beginning  was  the 
Word,  (Christ,)  and  the  Word  was  with  God,  and  the  Word  was  God. 
I  and  my  Father  are  one.  And  Thomas  answered,  and  said  unto  him, 
(Christ,)  My  Lord  and  my  God.  But  unto  the  Son  he  (the  Father) 
saith.  Thy  Throne,  O  God,  is  forever  and  ever  ;  a  sceptre  of  righteous- 
ness is  the  sceptre  of  thy  kingdom.  This  (Christ)  is  the  true  God  and 
eternal  life.  "Whose  are  the  fathers,  and  of  whom,  as  concerning  the 
flesh,  Christ  came,  who  is  over  all,  God  blessed  forever.  I  am  Alpha 
and  Omega,  the  beginning  and  the  ending,  saith  the  Lord,  (Christ.) 
which  is,  and  which  was,  and  which  is  to  come,  the  Almighty.  Jesus 
Christ,  the  same  yesterday,  and  to-day,  and  forever.  For  ^vhere  two 
or  three  are  gathered  together  in  my  name,  there  am  I  in  the  midst  of 
them.  And  he  said  unto  him,  Lord,  thou  knowest  all  things;  thou 
knowest  that  I  love  thee.  For  by  him  (Christ)  were  all  things  created 
that  are  in  heaven  and  that  are  in  earth,  visible  and  invisible,  v.  hetlier 
they  be  thrones,  or  dominions,  or  principalities,  or  powers  ;  all  tilings 
were  created  by  him,  and  for  him  ;  and  he  is  before  all  thinirs,  and  by 
him  all  things  consist.  And  he  commanded  us  to  preach  unto  the 
people,  and  to  testify  that  it  is  he  which  was  ordained  of  God  to  be 
the  judge  of  quick  and  dead.  That  all  men  should  honor  the  Son 
even  as  they  honor  the  Father.  And  again,  when  he  bringcth  in  the 
first  begotten  into  the  world,  he  saith.  And  let  all  the  angels  of  God 
worship  him.  And  every  creature  which  is  in  heaven  and  on  the  earth, 
and  such  as  are  in  the  sea,  and  all  that  are  in  them,  heard  1  saying, 
Blessing  and  honor,  and  ^lory,  and  power,  be  unto  him  that  sitteth 
upon  the  throne,  and  unto  the  Lamb,  (Christ,)  forever.  And  they 
stoned  Stephen,  calling  up(m  God,  and  saying.  Lord  Jesus,  receive 
my  spirit.— Phil.  2:  6.  Is.  'J  :  G.  Jn.  1 :  1.  Jn.  10 :  30.  Jn.  20:  28. 
Heb.  1:8.  1  Jn.  5  :  20.  Kom.  9  :  o.  liev.  1 :  8.  Ileb.  13  :  8.  :Matt.

The  Holy  Ghost  is  God. 

But  Peter  said,  Ananias,  why  hath  Satan  filled  thy  heart  to  lie  to 
the  Holy  Ghost  ?  Thou  hast  not  lied  unto  man,  but  unto  God.  l^xcept 
a  man  be  born  of  water,  and  of  the  Spirit,  he  cannot  enter  into  the 
kingdom  of  God.  AVhich  were  born,  not  of  blood,  nor  of  the  will  of 
the  flesh,  nor  of  the  will  of  man,  but  of  Ciod.  All  Scripture  is  given 
by  inspiration  of  God.  Holy  men  of  God  s])ake  as  they  were  moved 
by  the  Holy  (ihost.  Know  ye  not  that  ye  are  the  temple  of  (rod,  and 
that  the  S[)irit  of  God  dwi^Hetli  in  you  .-^  What!  know  ye  not  that 
vour  body  is  the  temple  of  the  Holy  Ghost  which  is  in  you  ?  Howbeit, 
when  he,  the  Spirit  of  Truth,  is  come,  he  will  guide  you  into  all  truth. 
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For  the  Hdly  Ghost  shall  teach  you  in  the  same  hour  what  ye  ought 
to  say.  And  the  Holy  Ghost  descended  in  a  bodily  sliape  like  a  dove 
upon  him.  For  the  IS]nrit  searcheth  all  things,  yea,  the  drep  things 
of  God.  Whither  shall  I  go  from  thy  Spirit  ?  "The  Spirit  of  God  hath 
made  me.  By  his  Spirit  he  garnisheth  the  heavens.  Eharfiere  the 
Holy  GJinsf  is  called  t/ie  ctermtl  Sjiirit,  the  Spirit  o  f  wisdom  and  k'tiowl-^ 
edge,  the  Spirit  of  prayer — tJie  Spirit  of  poicer,  the  Spirit  of  holiness, 
the  Holy  Spirit^  and  the  Comforter.  We  are  baptized  in  his  7iamej  and 
prayer  is  offered  to  him  in  the  Apcstolic  hemdietion. — Acts  5:  3,  4»

ARTICLE  IV. 

We  believe  that  God  in  his  benevolence  made  all 
things  to  show  forth  his  own  glorious  perfections ;  that 
known  unto  Him  are  all  his  works  from  the  besrinningr ; 
that  He  governs  all  things  according  to  the  counsel  of 
his  own  will ;  and  that  the  principles  and  administra- 
tion of  his  government  are  perfectly  holy,  just  and 
good.

Accordin£r  as  he  hath  chosen  us  in  him  be- 
fore the  foundation  of  the  world,  that  we  should  be  holy  and  without 
blame  before  him  in  love.  Having  predestinated  us  unto  the  adoption 
of  children  by  Jesus  Christ  to  himself,  according  to  the  good  pleasure 
of  his  will.  To  the  praise  and  glory  of  his  grace,  wherein  he  hath 
made  us  accepted  in  the  Beloved.  Ilaving  made  known  unto  us  the 
niystery  of  his  will,  according  to  his  good  pleasure,  which  he  hath 

urposed  in  himself.    In  whom  also  we  have  obtained  an  inheritance,. 

<?ing  predestinated  according  to  the  purpose  of  him  who  workcth  all 
things  after  the  counsel  of  his  own  will.  And  hath  made  of  one  blood 
all  nations  of  men  for  to  dwell  on  all  the  face  of  the  earth,  and  hath 
determined  the  times  before  appointed,  and  the  bounds  of  their  habita- 
tion. Seeing  his  days  are  determined,  the  number  of  liis  months  are 
^vith  thee,  thou  hast  appointed  his  bounds  that  he  cannot  ])ass.  And 
^ruly  the  Son  of  Man  goeth  as  it  was  determined,  but  wo  unto  that  man

ARTICLE  Y. 

We  believe  that  God  created  man  holy  ;  and  that 
lie  fell  from  his  happy  state  by  sinning  agahist  God  ; 
that  in  consequence  of  the  fall,  mankind  are  by  nature 
destitute  of  holiness,  and  alienated  from  God,  and  so 
continue  until  regenerated  by  the  special  influence  of 
the  Holy  Spirit. 

And  God  said,  Let  us  make  man  in  our  imap:e,  after  our  likeness. 

So  God  created  man  in  his  own  image,  (moral  likeness.)  in  the  image 
of  God  created  he  him.  Lo,  this  only  have  I  found,  that  God  hath 
made  man  upright ;  but  they  have  sought  out  many  inventions.  AVhere- 
fore,  as  by  one  man  sin  entered  into  the  world,  and  death  by  sin  ;  and 
so  death  passed  upon  ail  men,  for  that  ail  have  sinned.  By  the  orience 
of  one  judgment  came  upon  ail  men  to  condemnation.  By  one  man's 
disobedience,  manv  were  made  sinners. — Gen.  1 :  2G,  27.  Eccl.  7  :  29. 
Rom.  6  :  12,  18,  VX 

Unrenewed  Mtn^  dead  in  Sin  and  Enemies  of  God, 

But  I  know  you,  that  ye  have  not  the  love  of  God  in  you.  For  X 
know  that  in  me,  (that  is,  in  my  tlesh,)  dwelleth  no  good  thing.  Be- 
cause the  carnal  mind  is  enmity  against  God;  for  it  is  not  subject  to 
the  law  of  God,  neither  indeed  can  be.  So  then,  they  that  are  in  the 
flesh  cannot  please  God.  The  heart  is  deceitful  above  all  things  and 
desperately  wicked  ;  who  can  know  it  ?  And  God  saw  that  t};e  wick- 
edness of  man  was  great  in  the  earth,  and  that  e^ery  imagination  of 
the  thoughts  of  his  heart  was  only  evil  continually.  'Wliat  then  ?  are 
we  better  than  they  ?  No,  in  no  wise  ;  for  we  have  before  ])roved  both 
Jews  and  Gentiles,  that  they  are  all  under  sin.  As  it  is  written.  There 
is  none  righteous,  no,  not  one.  There  is  none  that  undcr>,tandeth, 
there  is  none  that  secketh  after  God.  They  are  all  gone  out  cf  the 
"Way,  they  are  altogether  become  unprofitable ;  there  is  none  that  doeth 
good,  no,  not  one.  Behold  I  was  shapen  in  ini(iuity;  and  in  sin  did 
my  mother  conceive  nie.  Who  can  bring  a  clean  thing  out  of  an  un- 
clean }  not  one.  What  is  man  that  he  should  be  clean  ?  and  lie  which 
is  born  of  a  woman  that  he  shotild  be  righteous  ?  That  which  is  born 
of  flesh  is  flesh,  (carnal  in  its  views,  feelings  and  alfections, )  and  that 
which  is  born  of  the  Spirit  is  spirit,  (spiritual  in  its  views,  feelinirs  and 
aflfections.)  For  the  imaijination  of  man's  heart  is  evil  from  his  youth. 
The  wicked  are  estranged  from  the  womb;  they  go  astray  as  soon  as 
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they  be  born,  speaking  lies.  Foolishness  (^ckedness)  is  bound  in  the 
heart  of  a  child.  For  I  knew  that  thou  vvouldest  deal  very  treacher- 
ouslv,  and  wast  called  a  transgressor  from  the  womb. — EDh.  2:  1. 
Jn.5:  42.  Horn.  7:  18,  and  8  :  7^,  8.  Jer.  17:  9.  Gen.  6  :  o.  Horn.

And  -were  by  nature  the  children  of  wrath,  even  as  others.  Cursed 
is  every  one  that  continucth  not  in  all  things  which  are  written  in  the 
book  of  the  law  to  do  them.  The  soul  that  sinneth.  it  shall  die.  The 
wages  of  sin  is  death.  And  these  (the  wicked)  shall  go  away  into 
everlasting  punishment. — Eph.  2:  3.  Gal.  3:  10.  Ezek.  18:  4.  ilom.

ARTICLE  YI. 

We  believe  that  Christ,  being  God  manifest  in  the 
flesh,  has,  by  his  obedience,  sufferings  and  death,  made 
a  full  atonement  for  sin,  and  thus  opened  the  way  for 
the  salvation  of  all  who  believe  on  Him ;  and  that 
repentance  for  sin  and  faith  in  Jesus  Christ,  are  the 
indispensable  conditions  of  salvation. 

Christ  in  his  Divine  JVature,  God  ;  in  his  Human  JsTature^ 
Man* 

In  the  beginning  vras  the  TVord,  (Christ,)  and  the  Word  was  with 
God,  and  the  Word  was  God.  And  the  Word  (which  was  God)  was 
made  flesh,  and  dwelt  among  us.  Who,  (Christ.)  being  in  the  form  of 
God,  thought  it  not  robbery  to  be  equal  with  God;  but  made  himself 
of  no  reputation,  and  took'upon  hmi  the  form  of  a  serv-ant,  and  was 
made  in  the  likeness  of  men.  For  in  him  (Christ)  dwelleth  all  the 
fullness  of  the  Godhead  bodily.  Behold  a  virgin  shall  be  with  child, 
and  shall  bring  forth  a  Son,  (Christ,)  and  they  shall  call  his  name  Im- 
manuel,  which,  being  interpreted,  is,  God  with  us.  And  without  con- 
troversy, great  is  the  mystery  of  godliness  ;  God  was  manifest  in  the 
fiesh,  justihed  in  the  Spirit,  seen  of  am;els,  preached  unto  the  Gentiles, 
believed  on  in  the  world,  received  up  into  glory.  The  Jews  answered 
him,  (Christ,)  saying,  For  a  good  work  we  stone  thee  not;  but  for  blas- 
hemy,  and  because  that  thou,  being  a  uian  makest  thvself  God.— - 
ohn  1 :  1,  U.  PhiUp.  2  :  6,  7.  CoL  2  :  *J.  Matt.  1 :  23.  1  Tim.  3  : 
16.    John  10  :  33. 

Atonement  for  Sin  hj  the  Death  of  Christ, 

But  ye  are  come — to  Jesus,  the  Mediator  of  the  new  covenant.  Jesus 
said  unto  him,  I  am  the  way,  and  the  truth,  and  the  life  ;  no  man 
Cometh  unto  the  Father,  but  by  me.  Neither  is  there  salvation  in  any 
otlier,  for  there  is  none  otlicr  name  under  heaven  given  among  men, 
^vhereby  wc  must  be  saved.    This  is  a  faithful  saying  and  worthy  of

all  acceptation,  that  Christ  Jesns  came  into  the  world  to  save  sinners. 
Thus  it  IS  '.vrittcn,  and  thus  it  hehoved  Christ  to  surier,  and  to  rise  from 
the  dead  the  third  day  :  and  that  repentance  and  remission  of  ^ins 
should  be  preached  in  his  name  amon^x  all  nations.  I'or  this  is  my 
blood  of  the  Xew  Testament,  which  is  shed  for  many  for  the  remission 
of  sins.  Without  sheddino:  of  blood  is  no  remission.  And  if  any  man 
sin  we  have  an  Advocate  with  the  Father,  Jesus  Christ  the  righteous  : 
and  he  is  the  propitiation  for  our  sins  ;  and  not  for  ours  only,  but  also 
for  the  sins  of  the  whole  world.  Ye  were  not  redeemed  with  corriipti- 
ble  things,  as  silver  and  gold,  from  your  vain  ^--onversation  received  by 
tradition  from  your  lathers  ;  but  with  the  precious  blood  of  Christ,  as 
of  a  Lamb  without  blemish  and  without  spot:  who  verily  was  fore- 
ordained before  the  foundation  of  the  world.  V.'hiie  we  were  yet  sin- 
ners Christ  died  for  us.  Thou  wast  slain  and  hast  redeemed  us  to  God 
by  thy  blood,  out  of  every  kindred,  and  tongue,  and  people,  and  na- 
tion. The  Lord  is  well  pleased  for  his  righteousness  sake ;  he  will 
magnify  the  law  and  make  it  honorable.—IIeb.  12:  22,  21.  John 
14:  6.  Acts  4:  12.  I  Tim.  1 :  1-5.  Luke2-i:  46,47.  Matt.  26:  28. 
Heb.  9:22.  John  2:  1,2.  1  Pet.  1 :  iS— 20.  Horn.  5:8.  iiev.  o  :  9.

Faith  in  his  Blood  essential  to  Salvation. 

Whom  God  hath  set  forth  to  be  a  propitiation  throucrh  faith  in  his 
blood,  to  declare  his  righteousness,  for  the  remission  of  sins  that  are 
past,  through  the  forbearance  of  God,  to  declare  I  say  at  this  time, 
his  righteousness,  that  he  might  be  just  and  the  justiher  of  him  v.  riich 
believeth  in  Jesus.  For  God  so  lovcth  the  world  that  he  gave  his  only 
begotten  Son,  that  whosoever  believeth  in  him  should  not  perish,  but 
have  everlasting  life.    Ilom.  3  :  25,  26.   John  3  :  16. 

ARTICLE  YIL 
We  believe  that  the  invitations  of  the  Gospel  are 
full  and  sincere  ;  that  all  who  ^vill  may  come  and  par- 
take of  the  water  of  life  freely ;  but  that  mankind  do, 
of  their  own  accord,  most  freely  and  most  M  ickcdly 
refuse  to  comply  with  these  conditions,  so  that  none  of 
them  do  or  will  come,  unless  drawn  by  the  special 
influences  of  the  Holy  Spirit. 

God^s  Invitations  to  Sinners  are  most  sincere  and  scracious. 

Ho,  every  one  that  thirsteth,  come  ye  to  the  waters.  As  I  live,  saith 
the  Lord  God,  I  liavc  no  ])lcasure  in  the  death  of  the  wicked,  iiim 
that  cometh  to  me.  I  will  in  no  uise  cast  out.  Make  you  a  new  heart 
and  a  new  spirit  :  for  win-  will  ye  die  ? — Is.  55  :  1.  Ezck.  3^  ;  11.  J n. 
6:  37.    Ezek.  18:  31. 

Regeneration  hy  the  ILAy  Spirit  nectssanj. 

Jesus  answered  and  said  unto  him,  Verily,  verily,  I  say  unto  thee, 
except  a  man  be  born  again,  he  cannot  see  the  kingdom  of  God.  Fol- 
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low  peace  with  all  men  ;  and  holiness,  without  which  no  man  shall  see 
the  Lord.  For  in  Christ  Jesus  neither  circumcision  availeth  any  thiuG^, 
nor  uncircumcision,  hut  a  new  creature.  Because  the  carnarmind  is 
enmity  against  God  ;  for  it  is  not  subject  to  the  law  of  God,  neither  in* 
deed  can  be.  So  then  they  that  are  in  the  riesh  cannot  please  God. 
But  the  natural  man  receiveth  not  the  things  of  the  Spirit  of  God,  for 
they  are  foolishness  unto  him,  neither  can  he  know  them,  because  they 
are  spiritually  discerned.  A  new  heart  also  will  I  ^ive  3'ou,  and  a  new 
spirit  will  I  put  witiiin  you ;  and  I  will  take  away  the  stony  heart  out 
of  your  flesh,  and  I  will  nivc  you  an  heart  of  flesh.  Which  were  born, 
not  of  blood,  nor  of  tlie  wiil  of  the  tiesh,  nor  of  the  will  of  man,  but  of 
God.  Not  by  works  of  riixh^teousness  which  we  have  done,  but  ac- 
cording to  his  mercy  he  saved  us,  by  the  washing  of  regeneration,  and 
renewing  of  the  Holy  Ghost. — Jolm  3:  3.  Ileb.  12:  14.  Gai.  6:  lo.

ARTICLE  VIII. 

We  believe  the  influences  of  the  Holy  Spirit  are 
not  bestowed  on  account  of  any  merit  in  the  sinner, 
but  as  the  free  gift  of  God.  But  that  these  influences 
ai'e  ordinarily  so  connected  with  the  careful  use  of 
means,  as  to  impose  the  most  solemn  obhgation  to 
attend  upon  them,  and  to  render  hope  of  conversion 
in  the  neglect  of  means,  or  while  living  in  sin,  emi- 
nently presumptuous. 

How  shall  they  believe  in  him  of  whom  they  have  not  heard  ?  I 
will  therefore  that  men  pray  everywhere,  lifting  up  iioly  hands,  with- 
out wrath  or  doubting.  If  thou  seek  est  her  as  silver,  and  search  est  for 
her  as  for  hid  treasures;  then  shalt  thou  understand  the  fear  of  the 
Lord.  Ask,  and  it  shall  be  given  you;  seek,  and  ye  shall  hnd.  Strive 
to  enter  in  at  the  strait  gate.  The  kim^dom  of  heaven  sutiereth  vio- 
lence, and  the  violent  (the  earnest  and  determined  seekers)  take  it  by 
force.— Rom.  10:  11.  1  Tim.  2:8.  Prov.  2:4,  o.  Matt.  7  :  7.  Luke 
13:  24.    Matt.  11:  12. 


ARTICLE  IX. 

We  believe  that  all  who  obUiin  salvation  through 
Christ,  were  chosen  in  Him  before  the  foundation  of 
tlie  world,"  and  that  all  who  truly  believe  in  him,  are 
justified  on  account  of  his  righteousness,  and  will  be 
kept  by  the  mighty  power  of  God,  through  f.iith  unto 
salvation. 
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Eledion  and  Predestination, 
For  whom  He  did  foreknow,  lie  also  did  predestinate  to  be  conform- 
ed to  the  image  of  his  bon,  that  he  might  be  the  lirst-born  among 
many  brethren.  ^Moreover,  whom  he  did  predestinate,  them  He  aNo 
called;  and  whom  lie  called,  them  lie  also  justitied  ;  and  whom  He 
justified,  them  he  also  fxlorified.  And  when  the  Gentiles  lieard  this, 
they  were  glad,  and  glorihed  the  word  of  the  Lord;  and  as  many  as 
were  ordained  to  eternal  life,  believed.  According  as  he  hath  cboscn 
us  in  Him,  before  the  foundation  of  the  world,  that  we  shoukl  be  holy 
and  without  blame  before  Him  in  love.  Having  predestinated  us  unto 
the  adoption  of  children  by  Jesus  Christ  to  Himself,  according  to  the 
good  pleasure  of  His  will.  In  whom  also  we  have  obtained  an  inheri- 
tance, being  predestinated  according  to  the  purpose  of  Him  who 
worketh  all  things  after  the  counsel  of  his  own  will.  Who  hath  saved 
us,  and  called  us  with  a  holy  calling;  not  according  to  our  works,  but 
according  to  His  own  purpose  and  grace  which  was  given  us  in  Christ 
Jesus  before  the  world  began.  Therefore,  being  justitied  by  faith,  we 
have  peace  with  God  through  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ.  Iknn-i  C(mhdent 
of  this  very  thing,  that  He  which  hath  begun  a  good  work  in  you,  will 
perform  it  until  the  dav  of  Jesus  Christ. — llom.  8  :  2i/ — lY.).  Acts  13  :

Final  Perseverance  of  the  Saints. 

They  went  out  from  us.  but  they  were  not  of  us,  for  if  they  had  been 
•of  us,  they  would  no  doubt  have  continued  with  us  :  but  they  went  out 
that  they  might  be  made  manifest,  that  they  were  not  all  of  us.  For  I 
am  persuaded  that  neither  death,  nor  life,  nor  angels,  nor  principali- 
ties, nor  powers,  nor  things  present,  nor  things  to  come,  nor  height,  nor 
depth,  nor  any  other  creature,  shall  be  able  to  separate  us  from  the 
love  of  God  which  is  in  Christ  Jesus  our  Lord.  And  this  is  the  Fa- 
ther's will  which  hath  sent  me,  that  of  all  which  he  hath  given  me.  I 
should  lose  nothing,  but  should  raise  it  up  ajiaiu  at  the  last  day.  My 
sheep  hear  my  voice,  and  I  know  them;  and  they  follow  me.  And  I 
give  unto  them  eternal  life;  and  they  siiall  never  perish,  neither  shall 
any  pluck  them  out  of  u\y  hand.  My  Father  whicli  gave  them  me  is 
greater  than  all,  and  none  is  able  to  pluck  them  out  of  my  Father's 
hand.  The  steps  of  a  good  man  are  ordered  by  the  Lord  ;  and  he  de- 
lighteth  in  his  way.  Thouu;h  he  fall,  he  shall  not  be  utterly  cast  down  ; 
fo"r  the  Lord  upholdcth  hiui  with  his  hand.  The  righteous  also  ^hall 
hold  on  his  way,  and  he  that  hath  clean  hands  shall  be  strouL^cr  and 
stronger.  Moreover,  wliom  he  (iid  predestinate,  them  he  also  called; 
and  whom  he  called,  them  he  also  jusiihed  ;  and  whom  he  justitied, 
them  he  also  glorihed.  But  the  ])ath  of  the  just  is  as  the  shining 
light,  that  shineth  nu)re  and  more  unto  the  perfec^t  day.  l>eing  conh- 
dent  of  this  very  thimr,  that  he  which  haih  beu;uu  a  good  work  in  you, 
will  perform  it  until  the  day  of  Jesus  Clirist. — I  John  2:  li).  Jloui.b: 
38,  39.  John  6  :  39.  John  10  :  27—29.  Psalm  37  :  23,  21.  Job  17  :

ARTICLE  X. 

We  believe  that  in  this  workl,  the  Lord  Jesns  Chrii^t 
has  a  visible  church  ;  the  terms  of  membership  are  a

credible  profession  of  faith  in  Christ,  and  of  that  hou- 
ness,  which  is  wrought  by  the  renewing  grace  of  God  ; 
and  that  habitual  communion  with  God,  and  constant 
attendance  upon  public^  family  and  secret  vroiship, 
and  the  practice  of  righteousness,  temperance,  sobriety, 
sincerity  and  truth,  are  essential  to  Cliristian  character. 

"Unto  the  church  of  God,  Avhich  is  at  Corinth,  to  thorn  that  arc  sanc- 
tified in  Christ  Jesus,  called  to  be  saints,  with  all  that  in  ever}'  place 
call  upon  the  name  of  Jcsus  Christ  our  Lord,  both  theirs  ard  ours. 
Nevertheless  the  foundation  of  God  standeth  sure,  having  this  seal, 
the  Lord  knoweth  them  that  are  his.  For  as  the  body  is  one,  and  hath 
many  members,  and  all  the  members  of  that  one  body  beinir  many, 
are  one  body;  so  also  is  Christ.  For  by  one  Spirit  are  we  all  baptized 
into  one  body,  whether  we  be  Jews  or  Gentiles,  whether  we  he  bond  or 
free;  and  have  all  been  made  to  drink  into  one  Spirit.  That  in  the 
dispensation  of  the  fullness  of  times,  he  miii;ht  eather  top^ether  in  one 
all  things  in  Christ,  both  which  are  in  heaven,  and  which  aie  on  earth, 
even  in  him.  And  hath  put  all  thini^s  under  his  feet,  and  i:;ave  him  to 
be  the  head  over  all  thinij^s  to  the  church,  which  is  his  body,  the  full- 
ness of  hiin  that  hlleth  all  in  all.  He  that  hath  an  ear,  let  him  hear 
what  tlie  Spirit  saith  unto  the  churches.  And  I  say  also  unto  thee, 
that  thou  art  Peter,  and  upon  this  rock  I  will  build  my  church;  and 
the  gates  of  hell  shall  not  prevail  against  it. 

Pray  for  the  peace  of  Jerusalem  :  they  shall  prosper  that  love  thee. 
Not  forsaking  the  assembling  of  yourselves  together,  as  the  manner 
of  some  is.  Then  David  returned  to  bless  his  house.  The  Psalmist 
says.  Evening,  and  morning,  and  at  noon,  will  I  ])ray  and  cry  aloud. 
Daniel  kneeled  upon  his  knees  three  times  a  day,  and  prayed,  and 
gave  thanks  before  his  God  as  he  did  aforetime.  As  for  me  and  my 
house,  we  will  serve  the  Lord.  It  is  good  for  me  to  draw  near  to  (jod. 
Enter  into  thy  closet,  and  when  thou  hast  shut  the  door,  pray  to  thy 
Father  which  is  in  secret.  He  that  is  slow  to  anger  is  better  than  the 
mighty;  and  he  that  ruleth  his  spirit  than  he  thai  taketh  a  city.  Let 
Tour  speech  be  ahvavs  with  grace,  seasoiied  with  salt.

We  believe  that  the  sacraments  of  the  Xew  Tes- 
tament are  B.iptisin  and  the  Lord's  Supper  ;  ]5apti^^m 
to  be  administered  only  to  covenanting  believers  and 
their  households  ;  and  the  Supper  only  to  believers  in 
re2:ular  standini^r  and  com m union  with  the  church. 
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Baptism, 

Go  ye  therefore,  and  teacli  all  nations,  baptizinsr  them  in  the  name 
of  the  Father,  and  of  the  Son,  and  of  the  Holy  Ghost.  Then  tiiev 
that  gladly  received  his  word  were  baptized;  and  the  same  dav  there 
vrere  added  unto  them  about  three  thousand  souls. — Matt.  28:  19^  Acts. 
2:  41, 

Household  Baptism ;  the  Sml  of  the  Covenant  on  Bditvers 
and  their  Children, 

And  I  will  establish  my  covenant  between  me  and  thee,  and  thv 
seed  after  thee,  in  their  creneration,  for  an  everlastinj^  covenant ;  to  be 
a  God  unto  thee,  and  to  thy  seed  after  thee.  And  God  said  unto  Abra- 
ham, Thou  shalt  keep  my  covenant,  therefore,  thou  and  thy  seed  after 
thee,  in  their  generations.  This  is  my  covenant,  which  ye  shall  keep 
between  me  and  you,  and  thy  seed  after  thee;  every  man  chiUl  among 
you  shall  be  circumcised.  And  ye  shall  circumcise  the  flesh  of  your 
foreskin;  and  it  shall  be  a  token  of  the  covenant  betwixt  me  and  you. 
And  he  that  is  eight  days  oUl,  sball  be  circumcised  amono:  yoTi,  and 
every  man  child  in  your  generations  ;  lie  that  is  born  in  the  house,  or 
bought  with  money  of  any  stranger,  which  is  not  of  thy  seed.  And 
he  received  the  sign  of  circumcision,  a  seal  of  the  rigliteonsncss  of 
the  faith,  which  he  had,  yet  being  uncircumcised,  that  he  niiLi:ht  be  the 
father  of  all  them  that  believe,  though  they  be  not  circumcised,  that 
righteousness  might  be  imputed  to  them  also.  Therefore  it  is  of  faith, 
.that  it  might  be  by  G:race.  to  the  end  the  promise  miirht  be  sure  to  all 
the  seed;"not  to  that  only  which  is  of  the  law,  but  to  that  also  which 
is  of  the  faith  of  Abraham,  who  is  the  father  of  us  all.  For  the 
promise  is  unto  you  and  your  children.  Their  children  stiall  also  be 
as  aforetime.  For  the  nnbclieving  husband  is  sanctified  by  the  wife, 
and  the  unbelieving  wife  is  sanctiiied  by  the  husband;  else  were  your 
children  unclean,  but  now  they  are  holy.  But  Jesus  called  them  unto 
him  and  said,  Suticr  little  children  to  come  unto  me,  and  forbid  tiiem 
not;  for  of  such  is  the  kingdom  of  God.  And  he  took  them  the  same 
hour  of  the  night,  and  washed  their  stripes  ;  and  was  baptized,  he  and 
all  his  straightway.  And  when  she  was  baptized,  and  her  household, 
she  besought  us,  saying.  If  ye  have  judged  me  to  be  faithful  to  the 
Lord,  come  into  my  house,  and  abide  there.  And  I  baptized  also  the 
householtl  of  Stephanas. — Gen.  17:  7,  9,  10,  11,  12.  Kom.  -1:  11,  id. 
Acts  2:  30.  Jer.  oJ:2).  1  Cor.  7  :  U.  Lukel8:lG.  Acts  16 :  o3. 
Acts  16:  15.    1  Cor.  1 :  16. 

The  Lord's  Supper, 

And  as  they  were  eating,  Jesus  took  bread  and  blessed  it,  and  brake 
it,  and  gave  it  to  his  disciples,  and  said.  Take,  eat;  this  is  my  body. 
And  he  took  the  cup,  and  gave  thanks,  and  gave  it  to  them,  saying, 
Drink  ye  all  of  it ;  for  this  is  my  blood  of  the  new  testament,  which  is 
shed  for  many,  for  the  remission  of  sins.  But  I  say  unto  you,  I  will 
not  drink  henceforth  of  the  fruit  of  the  vine,  until  that  day  when  I 
drink  it  new  with  you  iu  my  Father's  kini^dom.  And  when  they  had 
subs  a  hymn,  they  went  luit  into  the  Mount  of  Olives.  For  1  have 
received  of  the  Lord  that  whii  h  aUo  I  delivered  unto  you.  That  the 
Lord  Jesus,  the  same  n;.;:U  iu  whith  he  was  betrayed,  took  bread. 
And  when  he  had  u'i"^^!^  t';aiiks,  he  brake  it,  aiul  saiil,  Take,  eat;  this 
is  my  body  which  ua-  lirukcu  for  you;  this  do  in  remembrance  of  me. 
After  tlie  same  manner  al>o  he  took  the  cup,  when  he  had  supped,  say- 
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ing,  This  cup  is  the  New  Testament  in  niy  lilood :  this  do  ye,  as  oft  as 
ye  drink  it,  in  remembrance  of  me.  Fur  as  often  as  ye  eat  this  bread 
and  drink  this  clip,  ye  do  show  the  Lord's  death  till  he  come.  And 
when  a  stranuer  >!iail  sojourn  with  thcc,  and  will  keep  the  passover  to 
the  Lord,  let  all  his  males  be  circuiiiciscd,  and  then  let  liiui  come  near 
and  keep  it,  and  lie  shall  be  as  one  that  is  born  in  the  land  ;  for  no  im- 
circumcised  pcrs«)n  shall  eat  thereof.  Whosoever,  therefore,  shall  con- 
fess me  before  men,  him  will  I  confess  also  before  my  Father  which  is 
in  heaven.  But  wliosoever  shall  deny  me  before  men,  him  will  I  also 
deny  before  my  F'ather  which  is  in  heaven.  Be  ye  not  nnecjually  yoked 
together  with  unbelievers  ;  for  what  fellowship  hath  righteousness  with 
unrighteousness  ?  And  what  communion  hath  light  with  darkness  : 
And  what  concord  hath  Christ  with  Belial  r  Or  what  part  hath  he 
that  believeth  with  an  inftdel  ?  But  unto  tlie  wicked  God  saith,  AVhat 
hast  thou  to  do  to  declare  my  statutes,  or  that  thou  shouldst  take  my 
covenant  in  thy  mouth  ?  The  sacrihce  of  the  wicked  is  an  abomina- 
tion to  the  Lord;  but  the  praver  of  the  upright  is  his  delight. — Matt. 
26  :  26—30.  1  Cor.  11  :  23~2G.  Ex.  12  :  48.  :Matt.  10  :  32,  33.  2 
Cor.  6:  U,  15,    Fs.oO:  16.    Frov.  15:  8. 


ARTICLE  XII. 

Finally^  we  believe  that  at  deaths  and  not  before, 
the  souls  of  believers  are  made  perfectly  holy,  and  do 
immediately  pass  Into  glory  ;  and  that  the  souls  of  the 
wicked  do,  at  death,  pass  immediately  to  a  state  of 
punishment ;  that  at  the  end  of  the  world,  there  will 
be  a  resurrection  of  the  dead,  when  all  mankind  will 
give  account  to  God  of  their  conduct,  and  be  judged 
according  to  what  they  have  done  ;  and  the  righteous, 
publicly  acquitted,  will  enter  into  life  eternal ;  and  the 
wicked,  publicly  condemned,  will  go  away  Into  pun- 
ishment that  will  never  end. 

And  as  it  is  appointed  unto  men  once  to  die,  but  after  this  the  judg- 
nient.  Then  shall  the  dust  return  to  the  earth  as  it  was;  and  the 
spirit  shall  return  unto  God  who  gave  it.  In  a  moment,  in  the 
twinkling  of  an  eye,  at  the  last  trump;  for  the  trumpet  shall  sound, 
and  the  dead  shall  be  raised  incorruptible,  and  we  shall  be  changed. 
Marvel  not  at  this ;  for  the  hour  is  comirm  in  the  which  all  that  are  in 
the  graves  shall  hear  his  voice,  and  shall  come  forth,  tiicy  that  have 
done  good  unto  the  resurrection  of  life;  and  they  that  have  done  evil 
^nto  the  resurrection  of  damnation.  Aiul  have  hope  toward  Ciod, 
^vhich  they  themselves  also  allow,  that  there  shall  be  a  resurrection  of 
the  dead,  both  of  the  just  and  unju>t.  When  the  Son  of  Man  shall 
'  'unc  in  his  gh^rv,  and  all  the  holv  an'i(  Is  with  hiui,  then  shall  he  sit 
iip'>n  t)ie  throne  of  his  t;lory.  And  beiore  him  shall  be  <;athered  all 
liutions ;  and  he  shall  separate  them  one  from  another  as  a  shepherd 
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(livideth  the  sheep  from  the  croats.  And  he  shall  set  the  sheep  on  his 
light  hand,  but  the  Croats  on  the  left.  We  shall  all  stand  before  the 
jud'_!:ment-seat  of  Christ.  So  then  every  one  of  ns  shall  p;ive  accomit 
of  himself  to  God.  For  wc  must  all  appear  before  the  jndument-seat 
of  Christ,  that  every  one  may  receive  the  thini;s  done  in  the  body  ac- 
cording to  that  he  hath  done,  whether  it  be  sj;ood  or  bad.  For  God  sliall 
brinp:  every  work  into  judgment,  nith  every  secret  thing,  whether  it 
be  good  or  whether  it  be  evil.  But  I  say  unto  you,  that  every  idle 
word,  that  men  shall  speak,  they  shall  give  an  account  tiiereof  in  the 
day  of  judgment.  Then  shall  the  King  say  unto  them  on  the  riu:lit 
hand,  Come,  ye  blessed  of  mv  Father,  inherit  the  kinirdom  prepared 
for  you  from  the  foundation  of  the  world.  Then  shall  he  say  also  unto 
them  on  the  left  hand,  Depart  from  me  ye  cursed,  into  everlasting  tire, 
prepared  for  the  devil  and  his  angels.  And  these  shall  go  awity  into 
everlasting  punishment,  but  the  righteous  into  life  eternal.  Lless^d 
are  the  dead  wliich  die  in  the  Lord  from  henceforth  ;  yea,  saith  the 
Spirit,  that  they  may  rest  from  their  labors  ;  and  their  works  do  follow 
them.  Who  shall  be  punished  with  everlasting  destruction  from  the 
presence  of  the  Lord,  and  from  the  glory  of  his  power.  And  the 
smoke  of  their  torment  ascendeth  up  forever  and  ever,  and  they  have 
no  rest,  day  nor  night,  who  worship  the  beast,  aiul  his  image,  and 
whosoever  receiveth  the  mark  of  his  name.  And  many  of  them  that 
sleep  in  the  dust  of  the  earth  shall  awake,  some  to  everlasting  life, 
and  some  to  shame  and  everlasting  contempt,  liut  he  that  shall  blas- 
pheme against  the  Holy  Ghost,  hath  never  forgiveness,  but  is  in 
Ganger  of  eternal  damnation.  The  Son  of  Man  goeih  as  it  is  written 
of  him  ;  but  wo  unto  tliat  man,  by  whom  the  Son  of  Man  is  betrayed  ! 
It  had  been  good  for  that  man  if  iio  had  not  been  born. — Ileb.  9  :  27, 
Eccl.  12  :  7.  1  Cor.  15  :  -32.  John  6  :  28,  29.  Acts  2i  :  lo.  Matt.  2-3  : 
31—33.  Rom.  U  :  10,  12.  2  Cor.  5  :  10.  Eccl.  12  :  IL  Matt.  12  :
